THE FRUIT OF CONCERTED EFFORT 


The customary Thanksgiving editorial is not an easy 


assignment this year. One cannot put down the usual 
phrases about "a. nation lifting up its thankful heart" 
mthout a sense of journalistic inaccuracy. 
Thankful- 


ness implies a certain amount of contentment and 
humbleness. And \vho can truthfully say that those 
words are an apt description of our national feeling 
today? 


The emotions with which this country greeted 


Thanksgiving a year ago seem more than 365 days re- 
mote. The war was won, and a great number of the 
men who had fought it were reunited with their fam- 
ilies. There were shortages then, and a beginning of the 
domestic troubles that ha\~e plagued us ever since. But 
there must have been a deep gratitude in many hearts 
which is sadly absent now. 


This Thanksgiving Day finds us a nation in which 


discontent and bitter complaint have risen to a point 
where it is useless to deny them. It finds us with abund- 
ant food and more material comforts than graced our 
homes a year ago. But even the increased abundance 
and the added comfort seem almost an, accidental out- 
come of wrangling and bungling which consume a dis- 
tressing amount of America's time and attention. 


For some perverse reason it takes war, that most 


brutally stupid of human activities, to call forth the 
highest moral qualities of a people. That sobering fact 
that was never more clearly evidenced than in the war 
just past. Americans united to produce and fight, f or- 
g-etful of self and of differences. From battlefield and 
ship, from factory and farm, came abundant proof of 
the kindliness and brotherhood of which the American 
people are capable. 


Today, unhappily, those same people are doing much 


to dishonor the victory which their united good will 
achieved. Selfishness, curbed for so long by nobler quali- 
ties, has burst its bonds and taken command. The lines 
of economic and social battle appear to be drawn up and 
ready for a senseless fight which none can win and 
which, unless halted, can only succeed in delaying and 
perhaps destroying the common good which all in their 
right minds know we must achieve. 


Today we might all do well to think seriously about 


the origin and tradition of this holiday. 
The first 


Thanksgiving Day was celebrated by a group of men 
and women acutely aware of the fact that God helps 
those who help themselves. The feast that day was the 
fruit of a concerted effort without which the feasters 
would have perished. And the feast was a pause, not a 
truce. The next day those men and women resumed 
their concerted effort, for the common peril still re- 
mained. 


The sympathy of people throughout the county is 


extended two families in Tidioute, sorrowed over the 
tragic shooting mishap that resulted in the death Tues- 
day morning at the Warren General Hoapital of Jack 
Lineman, whose trip to a Boy Scout meeting was cut 
short by a bullet from a .38 calibre revolver carelessly 
fired by a pal who was toying with the weapon. The 
fatality emphasizes again the danger and sadness that 
can result from having firearms in the home. John Mar- 
tin, 15, coached in the use of weapons by his grandfather 
and father, disregarded parental warnings not to take 
the weapon from the drawer where he kept it under lock 
and key, and as a result his chum and neighbor is dead. 
There's a moral in this tragedy that should sink deep in 
the hearts and minds of all young people.

•laU the devastating blight that 
by 1937 had overrun almost all 
the nation's chestnut forests. 
The most successful blend M 
far, Gravatt said, is one .that is 
three-quarters Chinese chestnut 
and one-quarter American. 
New plantings of this hybrid are 
being pushed here and in the Mis- 
sissippi valley as far south os 
Oklahoma, Gravatt added. Com- 
mercial nurseries are not able to 
meet the demand for straight Chi- 
nese chestnut trees, which are al- 
most as good. The hybrid will not 
b« available 
commercially" for 
several years yet. 
Gravatt said experiments indi- 
cate that chestnut orchards even- 
tually-"will flourish again east of 
the Mississippi river.

the department's pathologist* be- 
lieve. It was first discovered in 
1904 around New York City, and 
three years later the government 
got to work trying to find a way 
of stopping it. 


By 1910, the blight had desolat- 
ed chestnut forests in New Jersey 
and around New York City. It 
spread in the next 10 years over 
Massachusetts, eastren Pennsyl- 
vania and part of Maryland, and 
by 1930 was into eastern Ohio, and 
West Virginia. 


Since then, the blight has been 


found wherever there are chestnut 
trees east of the Mlssippi river. 


The 
department 
recommends 
the Chinese chestnut, but says the 
hybrid appears to be fully as re- 
sistant. 


"The nut of the Chinese chest- 
nut is larger than the American, 
but not quite so sweet," Gravatt 
said. "There is Just a little some- 
thing missing—a little something 
that is hard to describe." 


The hybrid has proved success- 
ful for orchards and farm wood- 
lot plantings, he added, and it be- 
gins to bear nuts about the fifth 
year. The nuts are a profiltable 
commercial food crop, the lumb- 
er once was widely used, and dur- 
ing the war even diseased trees 
supplied most of the bark from 
which tannin was extracted for 
tanning leather. 


"There's something about going 
out after chestnuts in the fall as 
a youngster that you Just don't 
get over," Gravatt sighed.

Rifle Shining 
In Readying 
For Deer Hunt 


Harrisburg, Nov. 
27—(.IP) — 


Pennsylvania's hunters were shin- 
ing up their rifles today in pre- 
paration for the 
annual 
15-day 


deer season that gets under way 
next Monday. 
State game commission officials 


predicted that an army 
of 300,- 


000 hunters, including many from 
other states, "would take to the 
woods in quest of male deer with 
two or more points to one antler. 


In six northeastern 
counties 


special permits will be issued to 
allow hunters to shoot antlerless 
deer from Dec. 9 through Dec. 14. 
This special season was arranged 
in counties where the deer are so 
plentiful that they 
are 
causing 


damage- to farms and orchards. 


The territory covered under the 


special permits include Schuylkall, 
Susquehanna, Wayne, and Wyom- 
ing counties, that portion of Car- 
bon county west of the 
Lehigh 


river and that portion of Luzerne 
north and west of the Susquehan- 
na river. 


Game 
commission 
officials 


pointed out that the smaller wood- 
land areas adjacent to farmlands 
are often the congregating places 
of small herds of 
deer 
seeking 


food, and that hunters will do well 
not to overlook them 
as 
likely 


spots for very successful drives. 


A spokesman for the commis- 


sion, predicting "a. good kill" of 
deer this season, 
said 
hunters 


would be expected to forego what 
he termed "the unsportsmanlike 
practice of road hunting" where 
hunters wait in automomobiles for 
deer which are flused out of the 
woods by other hunters. 


The small game season, which 


opened on Nov. 1, will close 
on 


j Saturday with the possibility that 
a new record will be set for safety 
during the 30-day period. 


Including two hunters who were 


killed in the Pittsburgh area on 
Monday, the total fatalities for the 
current small game season stands 
at seven, as compared to an all- 
time low of 16 for the entire sea- 
son in 1936, and 30 for the same 
period last year. 


In addition, one hunter was kil- 


led during the week-long1 bear sea- 
son which ended last Saturday.

boiled a bucket of water and re- 
turned to his aunt.

screaming but I let her have the 
whole bucketfull," 
Riley quoted 


Keough as saying. 


Neighbors heard Mrs. Senn's 


screams after the water-pouring 
episode yesterday and rushed to 
her aid, but she died three hourj 
later at a hospital.
